Views of a Virginian on Iis Kepeal—An Iasue that 
May Lose the Mtate.

“Wasuincton, January 20—‘Our splendid 
victory over Mahone would insure Virginia 
as a democratic siate in the coming presiden- 
campaign were it not for one thing,’’ 
said Captain John Palmer, a prominent local 
litician from near Danville. 
‘W hat is the danger?’’ I-asked. 
it is that the democrats in congress 
wili do nothing with the internal revenue 
aw. There is no question in which our peo- 
ple feel adeeper-and more direct interest,” 
‘Has it been agitated much ‘in Virginia?’ 
“Certainly it bas, In the last state election 
nearly every democratic speaker alluded to the 
abolition of this odious tax as the policy of 
the party. I have no doubt thousands of 
votes were won by such declarations. 
The people in Virginia knew that 
the prominent readjusters all over the state 
are in favor of the repeal of the internal reve- 
nue law but they preferred to vote with the 
democrats if they would take the same 
ground.

KHARTOUM, January 29.—A refugee from 
Kloberd reports that he saw Major Von Seck- 
endorf stabbed to death while lying in 
bed in the hospital. Eimund O'Donovan, 
correspondent of the Daily News, was killed 
near General Hicks. The rest of the Euro- 
peans belonging to General Hicks’s army he 
saw lying dead after the battle. He says 
Mahdi sold large quantities of watches, 
rings and the like. Sheikh Obode has sum- 
moned Khartoum to surrender in order to 
avert bloodshed. The town is quiet, but the 
soldiers are clamoring for their pay. The ar- 
rival of Gordon is anxiously awaited. Husein 
Pasha is offering obstruction to every 
measure, 

Lonpon, January 29 —The Times in a lead- 
ing article says the fact that Baron Rothschild 
has let the khedive have nearly a miliion 
pounds implies the confidence of financiers 
that England has taken Egypt in hands and 
will see her safely through her troubles.

SHERMAN’S RESOLUTIONS PASS 
THESs#NATE BY A PARTY VOTE, 


The Honorable John’s Remarks in Support of His 
Measure Mahone Speaks a Piece—The Demo- 
crates Remain Silent-Mr. Kiefer Wants 
an Investigation—Other Matters. 


WasHIneton, January 29.—In the senate 
this morning Mr. Veat, from the committee 
on public lands, reported favorably the bill 
repealing the timber culture laws, 
on the calendar. Mr. Cameron, of Wiscon- 
sin, introduced a bill to establish the terri- 
tory of North Dakota. 

Mr. Platt offered a resolution, for which he 
asked immediate consideration, directing the 
committee on postoffices and post roads to 
enquire whether telegraphic charges has been 
injuriously affected by the large stock divi- 
dends of the Western Union company or 
consolidations, or contracts with competingor 
other companies, and whether through the 
Gold and Stock telegraph company or any- 
wise Western Union company had prescribed 
rules or regulations for the transmission of 
press news. The resolution authorizes the 
committee tosend for persons and papers. 
Mr. Sherman objected and it went over till 
to-morrow. 

Mr. Voorhees offered the following resolu- 
tion, which was agreed to: Resolved, That 
the committee on postoffices and post roads 
be instructed to inquire into the propriety 
and expediency of admitting all newspapers, 
periodicals and other printed reading matter 
to the United States mails free of charge, 
said committee to report by bill or otherwise. 

The preamble and resolutions of Mr. Sher- 
man, relating to the election in Virginia were 
then laid before the senate, and Mr, Sherman 
spoke in their support. He said that since the 
beginning of the present session he had felt 
that recent events in the statesof Virginia, and 
Mississippi were of such importance as to de- 
mand a full and impartial investigation of 
the causes which led to «them, 
of the real facts involved and 
of the proper. constitutional remedy 
to prevent their recurrence. and if necessary, 
to further secure to ail American citizens the 
freedom of speechin the open assertion of 
their political opinions and in the peaceful 
exercise of their right to vote. Now that 
sufficient time had elapsed to allay to some 
extent the excitement caused by these events, 
be hoped the senate would make this investi- 
gation so that our citizens in every state 
might understand how far the national gov- 
ernment would protect them inthe enjoy- 
ment of their rights, or if it was helpless or 
listless, that, no longer relying upon the 
barren declarations of the constitution, each 
man for himself might appeal to the right of 
self defense, or to the boasted American right 
of migration to more friendly regions, The 
allegations in this resolution as tothe Dan- 
ville riot or massacre were, he 
said, tounded upon statements 
in the public prints, supported 
by the oaths of witnesses, and their substan- 
tial truth was also verified by the published 
statement of a member of this body, a senator 
from Virginia. The allegations ag to Missis 
sippi were founded upon copious narratives 
in the public prints, proceedings of public 
meetings and the actand failure to act of of- 
ficers of the state government, including 
governor, judges, courts and juries, If these 
statements were trug, then in bota_ these 
states there had been organized conspiracies 
to subvert the freedom of elections, accompa- 
nied by murder and violence in many forms. 
The crimes depicted were not ordinary crimes, 
but those of the prevailing maiority to sub- 
vert by violence the highest constitutional 
privileges of a citizen, and.could mot, from 
their nature, been inquired of or punished by 
an ordinary tribunal. If, he said, they are 
true, then those communities, 
members . of our party, and 
our race, have no rights which the prevailing 
majority is bound to respect. He had no de- 
sire to open up sectional questions or renew 
old strifes. Still if these ailegations were true 
it would be a cowardly shrinking from the 
gravest public duty toallow such events to 
deepen into precedents which would subvert 
the foundation of republican institutions and 
convert our elections into organized crimes. If 
events at Danville were the resnit of; chance 
outbreak or riot between the opposing parties 
or the different races of men, they might 
properly be left to to be dealt with by the 
local authorities; but if riot and massacre 
were a part of the machinery devised by a 
party to deter another party.or a race from 
the freedom of elections or a free and open 
expression of political Opinions, then they 
constituted a crime against the national 
government, and the highest duty 
of the goverament was to maintain, 
at every hazard, the equal rights and privi- 
leges of citizens. If ime events in-Cupiahb 
county, Miss., were merely lawless invasions 
of individual rights, then, though they in- 
volved murder as well as other crimes, they 
should be left to the local authori- 
ties, and if justice could not 
be administered by the courts and a 
citizen was without remedy from lawless vio 
lence, then he must fall back upon his right 
of self-defense, or failing in that, he must 
seek a home where his rights would be re- 
spected and observed; but if these individa- 
al crimes involved the greater one of an or- 
ganized conspiracy of.a party or race to de- 
prive another party or race of citizens of the 
enjoyment of their unquestioned rights, 
acconrpanied with overt acts with physica! 
power sufficient to accomplish their purpose, 
then it became a national question 
which must be dealt with by 
the national government. He quoted 
liberally from the constitution and aigued 
the constitutional right of congress to enact 
legislation to correct the evils which were 
suggested in these resolutions. Hecould par- 
don the prejudices ot race, of caste and even 
of local ties, and the American people, he 
thought, had waited with great forbearance 
for the time when constitutional rights 
would be respected, without regard to race, 
or color, creed, or party. If the time had 
come when the members of the republican 
party through whose agency largely,:he exist 
ence of the government had been maintained, 
could not enjoy their constitutional rights, 
were murdered at the ballot box without fear 
on the partof their murders of punishment, 
were driven from their homes by outrage and 
terror, that black and white alike were sub 
jected to, ostracised, and asa party were dis- 
franchised, then, indeed, was a patient in. 
quiry demanded and a fall, open and manly 
assertion that the rights and equalities of 
citizens should be maintained and enforced 
atevery hazard. Ifthe Copiah resolutions 
were the creed of the democratic 

arty in the south, then 
indeed was the war a failure. 
They seemed to him the very germ of despot- 
ism and barbarity, and yet he was assured by 
gentlemen friendly to them that they were 
the creed of nine-tenths of the party in 
power in Mississippi. It was right that the 
ground-work of opinions so utterly repug- 
nant to republican institutiohs should be 
kno wn. In this investigation, he said, I 
wou ld seek every palliation or excuse for the 
conduct of the people complained of. I would 
give to their metives the natural feelings of 
men kind in their situation, the most ciari- 
table construction. I would give to them 
all the political power they ever 
enjoyed, and without wakindness 
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or pains Or penalties, or even reproaches, | 
would extend to him every right, favor er faci}. 
ity that is enjoyed by any citizen in any partof 
our country ; but when this concession is made 
to them I would demand that in the states 
unger their control freedom and equality of 
rights and the yay gg guaranteed by the 
coystitution and laws to al! citizens, white or 
biac«, native or naturalized, or rich, ignorant 
or learned, republican or democrat, shal! be 
secired by the state government or if 
not that these rights and privileges shal! 
be asserted and maintained by the national 
government. Upon this issue I would appeai 
lo every generous-minded man, to every 
lover of his country, to every one who wishes 
to enjoy his own rights by his own fireside 
free from embarrassment, to stand by those 
who, yielding to §others the protection of the 
laws in the enjoyment of equalerights, will 
demand the same for themselves and for 
their associates.

in the name of Virginia to express regret that 
there should be found in the.conduct of any 
portion of her constitutency occasion for 
suchean inguiry as that on which the resolu- 
tion ‘before the senate was in part predicated, 
bute protested that the vivient overthrow 
of lgw, and the uoprovoked murder of un 
armed citizens at Danville on the occasion 
referred to the real majority of the people of 
Virginia were in no way responsible. it was 
due tothe fair name of that state and to the 
love of its people for liberty and their respect 
for law taat-both the actors and conspirators 
in th@se foul deeds done within her borders 
in costempt of the civilization of the age, of 
the constiiution and laws of both state and na- 
tional governments, should be brought to the 
bar @f public opinion. At no time in the 
glori@us history of Virginia until the late 
canyassand election for the legislature had 
the s@ntiment found root with aay party that 
politieal ends may be achieved by such fester- 
ing methods as gave rise to the Danviile mas- 
sacre. The leaders of a political faction, 
ambitious for place and desiring to dominate | 
over & people who had repeatediy repudiated 
them, and their shifting principles, openly 
advis@d any resort which might give them 
power, That the reign of terror and lawless- 
ness Stiippressed and superseded the functions 
of civ¥ii iaw, the chief magistrate of the 
comuion wealth, in his general message to the 
legisiature, had sufficiently borne witness. 
Mr. Mahone then quoted from the message 
of the governor of Virginsa to show that 
while admitting the kiliing of Citizens of the 
state on the. eccasion§ referred to, 
yet pn the _ theory that his own 
duties were merely executiye he discalimed 
any p¥rpose of recommending legisiative in- 
vestiggtion, and left the matter entirely to 
the scfutiny of the courts. The action of the 
Danvifie grand jury, Mr. Mahone said, only 
completed the picture of the helplessness of 
the law and the hopelessness of justice from 
that source. The time bad come when from 
the failure of local authorities the national 
government should intervene for the protec- 
t on and vindication of the rights of its citi- 
zens. He hoped an investigation wouid be 
Called. for, and the matter sift 
ed- to the bottom. Virginia 
had faithfully endeavored to exercise 
her faith to the nation and the violence dis- 
piayediat Danville, was at variance with the 
senitments of her people, and should not be 
ascribed to them asa whole. It wasin con- 
flict with their temper, habits, traditions and 
conviction. {Let the responsibilrty for it 
be fastened upon those to whom it rightfully 
belonged, the faction leaders who are en 
deavoring to screen their fuul deeds from ex- 
posuré and their perpetrators from punish- 
ment) ¢Mr. Mahone then brietiy reviewed 
the history of Virginia, since the war, 
showing the rapid _ strides made 
by the state toward a condition 
ot high prosperity. ‘This progress had con- 
tinued, he said, until the credit of the state 
had been restored to its old integrity, the 
expenses of the government reduced twenty- 
five per cent and the rate of taxation twenty 
per cent.

the place to set on foot the investigation of 
such flagrant acts of moral turpitude and of 
crimes in contravention of the consti: ution 
and the laws of the unien, and toreach out 
for a remedy. 


On the conslusion of Mr. Mahone’s remarks 
calls of ‘‘*yote’’ were heard, and the chair 
announcing the question to be un agreeing to 
the resolution, ademand for the yeas and nays 
was made,and without remark from any 
democratic senator the matter was brought 
to vote and the resolution was passed by 35 
yeas to 29 nays. The preamble was then 
agreed to by a vote of yeas 32, nays 24.

under the rules of the house, with having 
approached the speaker of the house during 
the closing days of the Jast session of con- 
gress with corrupt propositions intended to 
intluence his official action; apd whereas 
this alleged act is in nature of a gross breach 
of privileges of the house and the charge if 
sustained would call for the exclusion 
of said Vv. Peyn on from 
the press galleries; vesolved, That a 
special committee of five members of this 
house be appointed by the speaker with the 
power to sead for persons and papers and to 
administer oaths, to investigate the said 
charge of attempted corruption, and to report 
the result of their investigation to the house. 
Mr. Calkins, of Indiana, raised the point of 
order that the resolution did not present a 
question of privilege, as it referred to events 
vecurring in the previous congress. Mr, 
Hopkins explained that the resolution 
alfected the privilege of a reporter to oecupy 
his seat now. The speaker ruled that tne 
resolution did not involve a question 
of privilege, but said he would 
be = glad to have the judgment 
of the house upon it. Mr. Calkins, however. 
declined to appeal, and as Mr. Keifer rose to 
speak on the resolution, there was a good 
deal of interest and excitement manifested, 
and many members congregated around him 
and listened intently tohis remarks. He was 
at liberty, he said, at least to infer from what 
he knew that this resolution was offered in 
consequence of astatement that he made with 
regaro to H. VY. Boynton. He would send to 
the clerk's desk to have read the statement 
that he had madeto Boynton in a letter of 
response to a scurrilous letterof his. Fhe 
etter was read—the answer also. 
Other letters that passed between 
bimself and Boynton and Keifer gave a 
history of what he described as Boynton’s at- 
tempts to lobby in favor ofthe famous Me- 
Garrohan claim to lands in Colorado, devot- 
ing a large portion of his remarks to personal 
xbuse of Boynton. Mr. Kiefer wanted the 
resolution if passed, alsoto imciude William 
b. Shaw, who, he described as -a lobbyist. 
He had taken $15,000 for his services as lob- 
byist. Mr. Boynton is correspondent of the 
Cincinnati Commercial Gazette, and Shaw of 
the Boston Transcript. When Mr. Keifer had 
concluded, Mr. Hopkins _ said the 
gentleman from Ohio had made a strong ar 
gument in favor of the adoption of the 
reso'ution of inquiry. He asked to have read 
a communicatien from Mr. Boynton upon 
the subject under discussion. After a good 
deal of opposition from the republican mem- 
bers Mr. Springer, of Lilinois, asked to have a 
paper read as a part of hisremarks. This was 
accordingly done. The communication was 
addressed to Speaker Carlisle,and referring to 
Mr. Keifer’ charges against him, asked for 
an investigation. Inclosediz Mr. Boynton’s 
letter were copies of the correspondence 
which had ‘passed between him 
and Mr.’ Keifer. Mr. Warner, of Ohio, 
offered an amendment directing the com- 
mittee also to inquire and report whether 
any other member of the press now holding a 
seat in the reporter’s gallery gagainst- whom 
charges have been preferred, has been guilty 
of conduct that ought to deprive him of his 
right to sucha seat, The amendment was 
adopted. Mr. Kasson, of Iowa, moved to 
refer the whole matter to the committee on 
judiciary, but this was defeated by a party 
vote and Mr. Randall, of Pennsylvania, sub- 
mitted the conference report on the Greely 
relief bill, and it was adopted. The result of 
the conference is striking out of the senate 
amendment requiring crews ef relief ships 
to be volunteers. Adjourned.

The Public Land Sale in Alabama Peosposcd—Our 
Nationa! Hanking System. 

WASHINGTON, January 29.—At the sugges- 
tion of the committee on public lands of the 
house of representatives the president has 
countermanded the proclamation authorizing 
the sale of public lands at Montgomery and 
Huntsville, Ala., pending legislation on the 
subject. The land was about to be sold in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the act of 
March 3, 1883. 

At ameeting ofthe house committee on bank- 
ing and currency to-day the resolution of 
Representative Hunt, of Louisiana, intro- 
duced last Tuesday, was discussed, and with 
the amendment offered by Representative 
Wilkins, of Ohio, was adopted bya vote of 9

of Texas, Yaple and Brumm. The resolution 
as amended, declares that the public welfare 
demands that the benefits of the national 
banking system be substantially preserved 
and continued for the time being, provided 
that this resolutson shall not be construed to 
bea declaration in favorof the perpetuation 
of the public debt.

& Bold Burglar Enters the Residence of Mr, Sehoe 


frei@ and Carries off Valuabl:s—The Mealthfal 
Condition ofthe Library—A-Loud Bx. 
plosion Creates Excitement, Ete.

Macon, January 29.—Burglars entered the 
residence of Mr. Fdward Schofield, Madison 
street, last night and robbed it of $5 in 
money and other valuables. He went home 
from business early, and after the family had 
retired, read until 1?2 o’clock, then retrred, 
leaving the lamp burning in the room. He 
slept very soundly. Sater in the night he 
was awakened by a click of the 
deor latch, but as the wind often 
did the same no attention was paid 


to it, and he soon fell asleep 
again. The thief entered the dwelling by 
moanting the palings and going into the 
parlor window. «When he reached the hall 
he discovered a gun which he laid across i 
where it was found. The room was ente 
anda general hanl made. On the bureau 
was » purse containing $20 which was taken; 
a pair of pants were searched and $5 taken 
from the poekets. In the closet were hig vest 
and coat. The vest contained. a 
handsome watch, which was- not 
touched. Money seemed the object. After 
going through everything in the room the 
thief left as he came, leaving the lamp still 
burning. Mrs. Schofield had left her jewels 
on the bureau, but they were not touched, 
The household did not know of # until the 
servantcame this morning. ‘Khe burglary 
was a bold one, and the burglar did not leave 
a trace bebind him that could be used asa 
clue. He leftd traek on the carpetin the 
parlor, which was small and evidently made 
by a white man. 

The transaction,in connection with the loss 
of a diamond pin, has been a topic on the 
streets throughout the day. Last Monday 
night Mr. Wm. Lee Ellis lost a diamond pin 
that he valued very highly. The next morn- 
ing he searched everywhere he bad been the 
night before, without finding it. He adver- 
tised for it in the Telegraph and 
Messenger, offering $50 and no questions 
asked, He notified wie different 
jewelry houses of the place Friday morning, 
He went to the house of Mr. W. T. Johnson, 
108 Cherry street, and described the jewel. 
Mr. J. asked him if he would pay $50 and no 
questions asked. He was told that such a 
transaction would be made. He then said to 
“If you will meet me at Willing- 
ham’s warehouse, Secoud street, at a certain 
hour, 1 think that 1 can produce your 
pin.”’ According to agreement, the 
gentlemen met, tbe pin was produced, the 
money paid, and all was entirely satisfactory. 
Afterwards Ellis said to Johnson: **Now, tell 
me,was the pin stolen or did | lose it?’ John- 
son then said: *'by asking that question you 
have violated a contract, and I refuse to an- 
swer.”’ To get at the true inwardness of the 
transaction a CONSTITUTION representative 
called on the interested parties to-day 
and learned the following facts 
in connection with the matter: 
Mr. Johnson said: ‘“‘We frequently make 
purchases of parties who come in, and where 
the goods offered us are worth handling, we 
do not hesitate tosecure the articles. The 
pin was offered for sale, and it was purchased 
for $40. I saw an opportunity of making a 
margin of ten dollars on what I considered a 
Jegitimate transaction, and I did so, 
Mr. Ellis called at the store the pin was not 
in the house. It was purchased by .™’, 
Brubl, a salesman of the house, who was out 
at the time. had no  inten- 
tion of anything questionable in the 
matter, and of course would willingly 
do anything about it.’ Mr. Bruhl said, 
Thursday about 12 o’clock two well-dressed 
countrymen, customers of the house, but 
whose nanies could not be remembered, en- 
tered the store and asked to see some dia- 
mond pins. They were shown, and after 
fumbling around, one of them pulled the pin 
out of his vest pocket and asked what it was 
worth and what would be paidfor it. It was 
examined, and was thought to have been an 


fold family relic and the mam was hard up 


and would selllow. After juggling, it was 
bought. Mr. Bruhl declined to give the 
amount paid for it. Mr, Ellis said in sub- 
stance what Mr. Johnson did in connection 
with his making the appointment and secur- 
ing the pin. The transaction has been dis- 
cussed at length to-day.

tery ef the killing in the dark secret chamber of 
bisown depraved, and malignant heart, waiting 
quite likely to disclose the dix«bolical crime, until 
Godthe giver and taker of life, shall call upon 
him to makean unconditional surrender, when 
upon the eve of expiring, be will clear his con 
tcience as best he can by telling that he is guilty 
of thecrime. Af.er supper, about 7 
on Monday, January 
Mr. Jacob Shaner, 

Wright’s boarding house, stating that he would be 
gone only asbort while. Time glided swiftly by 
without him returning. Next morning about sun 
rise he was found lying on the ground at the endof 
the piazza of a vacant cottage in the seminary 
grounds perfectly stiff, bis skull fractured, his face 
covered with hisown blood, and not a single ves- 
tizge to trace the demon who committed the heinous 
crime. The awful deed was wrapt in 
profound myertey for a week, when one Jasper 
Crenshaw and Mrs Sarah A. Mathews were sus- 
picioned and arrested, but before the committing 
court for lack of evidence were discharged. Detec- 
tives were then employed to ferretit out, and at 
the end of two weeks found one William O. Miiler, 
an illiterate man, who conf: ssed that he was impli 
cated in the murder, not as principal, but 
AS an ACCESSOTY to the fact that 
Franklin W. Bow! es nd Mrs. Sarah 
A. Mathews were principals; that these three com- 
posed the “‘gang’’ tocarry out the killing and rob 
Mr. Shaner; that Mrs. Mathews was to get Shaner 
ont; that Bowles was to do the killing, and that he 
(Miller) was a spectator, keeping watch ata re- 
spects ble distance, while the plans were being exe- 
cuted; Mrs Mathews was a neice of Mr. Bowles. 
On the preliminary trial Miller madea fu)l confes- 
sion, and for awhile it looked like *‘dangerous 
medicine’’ for the other two defendants, 
but later they got in their work, and in a “gallop’’ 
proved alibis and, were forthwith discharged with 
congratulations from the vast assembled audience 
gathered tohear the result. Poor Miller however, 
was remanded to jxil charged with perjury; later 
he confe*sed voluntarily that his waoie ‘‘confes 
sion’’ was a base fabrication,a tissue of lies from 
aipha to omega, The grand jury at the 
August term, 1883, of Hail su pe- 
rior court returned n true 
bill against William O. Miller for perjury. He was 
tried, convicted and sentenced tothe state peni- 
tentiary fora term of ten years, the maximum 
limitof the law. Various are the conjectures as to 
what induced Miller to frame such a “tissue of 
falsehoods,’’ butthe most general opinion is that 
Miller knew nothing whateverof thecrime, but 
was led to believe that if he 
wonld turn state’s evidence agaiust the 
ce-defendants he would be discharged from custo- 
dy with part of the reward for his ‘“‘part’’ in the 
‘drama. Others think he was induced to swear 
fulsely by designing parties to cover upin a cloud 
of mysty doubt the ral perpetrator who figured in 
this heartrendering scene. We must now admit 
that Miller’s object is as mysterious to us as is 
Shaner’sdeath. Thisis an end to the eriminal 
chapter so far, but then there is another which has 
commenced, but the ‘end is not yet.’’ ‘his we 
wi ldesignate the civil chapter. 

Jacob Shaner was born in Butler county, Penn- 
syivania, on the 9th day of February, 1825, and was 
about fifty five years of age at the time be was mur- 
ecered. He wasa bachelor. and didn’t have a rela- 
tive this side of the extreme western portion of 
Pennsylvania, He died intestate, leaving 
an estate of realty and persoualty 
appraised at £2,250, which is 
about $500 lees than his reputed 
means. The first notice that his relatives had of his 
death was through the columns of the “Cincinnati 
(Ohio) Enquirer.’’ They then wrote to parties in 
Gainesville and got full information in regard to 
the murder and the status of his undisposed of es- 
tate, 

Before the war he moved near Memphis, Tennes- 
see, from the north. When the war between 
the States ecommenceg he enlisted in 
the confederate service nd fol- 
lowed the fate of the “stars and bars.’’ His 
thighbone was broken by a musket ball at the me- 
morable fight at Gaines’ mill, which wound disa- 
bled bim for further active service. He movedto 
Georgia, locating in Warren county, where he 
lived until’ about September, 1880, be came to 
Gainesville where he made friends fast on account 
of his kind and generous disposition—truly he was 
& universal favorite in Gainesville and didn’t 
have an open enemy—if he had 
any they cherished itin theirown breast without 
making property of it before the public. He was 
of German extraction. His father died a few years 
ago and he received as his distributive share of his 
father’s estate over $2,000, which sum was paid io 
him about September 1881. He invested this 
amnunt judiciously and had increased the amount 
to over $2 500. 

Mr. Thonas H., P. Wright, proprietor of his 
boarding house, on tke Ist Cay of February, 1883, 
filed two applications for"letters of administration 
upon his estate—one for temporary, the other for 
permanent. As @ matter of course the tempora- 
ry letters were granted instanter, but the appli- 
eant didn’t find such smooth sailing when it come 
to obtaining permanent letters. The heirs at law 
and next of kin of Jacob Shaner desired to have 
a stake-holder who would look after their interest 
and see that the estate, was properly 
managed and closed up—they being 
nh great distance from Gainesville, 
but thinking that some consideration would. be 
accorded them under the laws of Georgia, were 
presumptious enough to filea caveat to grant of 
letters to applicant and a written request signed by 
all the heirs, etc., for the appoittment of Lester D.

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PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

In the genera! effert to reduce the surpius 
in the treasury fifty-five bills have already 
been introduced to erect as many public 
buildings at an estimated cost of over six 
million dollars. Savannah, Augusta and 
Columbus are among the applicants, and 
altogether Georgia asks for an appropria- 
ion on this score of $825,000. 

This sam does not, however, include the 
expenditures proposed in the bill introduced 
by Mr. Hill, of Ohio, to provide for the con- 
struction of fire-proof buildings for the ex- 
clusive use of the postal service at all places 
in the country having postoftices of the, sec- 
ond and third classes. Thirty, thousand 
dollars is fixed as the maximum cost of the 
buildings for second-class, and fifteen thous- 
and dollars for buildings for third-class offices, 
and all are to be capable of enlargement, and 
are to be of uniform size and dimensions 
Contracts are to be let to lowest bidders, but 
no person is to be interested in more than 
ten of these buildings. This grand scheme 
1 of construction is to be supervised by an offi- 
cer to be known as the chief architect of the 
postotlice department,

More than one blackleg has forceda relief for 
himself from Fulton county jail by yielding 
to the embraces of disease. Within three 
years several crooks have been pardoned and 
escaped from their cellsin Fulton county 
jailonly to find themselves spotted for the 
confines of still narrower dwelling places, 

The latest addition to thir roll of those who 
succumbed to confinement is George King, a 
burglar under sentence of five years for enter- 
ing aroom in the Markham house, and steal- 
ing therefrom awatch. King is one of the 
crooks who entered the room of Messrs. 
Howell Glenn and Arch Ormeand relieved 
them of their surplus jewelry and funds. He 
was soon after arrested and was convicted 
without any trouble. While King was in jail 
disease laid its heavy hand upon him. As he 
grew worse and certain death stared him in 
the face Mr. Charley Hill, who was his coun- 
sel, began a movement to secure his release 
onapardon. To let King remain in jail 
meant his certain death. The matter was 
presented to Governor McDaniel and yester- 
day he issued the following order: 

“To the Principal Keeper of the Penitentia- 
ry It having been-made to appear to me that 
George King, convicted of burglary in Ful- 
ton superior court at the December term, 
1883, and sentenced therefor to the peniten- 
tiary for the term of five years, is now 
lying in Fulton county jail, usable to 
be carried to the penitentiary, and 
now dying of disease, and = Dr. 
Boring, the county physician, baving in- 
formed me that said King is suffering from 
beart disease, dropsy and asthma, that he 
cannot live a great while, and never will be 
able to perform any work in the peniten- 
tiary, and will sbortly die unless released, 
and Dr. W. I. Westmoreland corroboratipy 
the statement as to his critical condition, 
and it appearing that the _ petition 
for the pardon of said King is one which pre- 
sents good grounds for executive clemency 
and that the public good will not suffer by an 
exercise of it in his behalf it is therefore 
ordered that said George King be and is here- 
by fully pardoned of said offense, and that he 
be forthwith discharged from custody.

The pardon was placed in the hands of Mr. 
Will Turner, who carried it tothe jail and 
gaveitto King. King was the happiest man 
imaginable, and received his freedom with 
marks of the strongest gratitude. He was in 
a most deplorable condition and will be 
cared tor by friends in the city, until he 
grows better or death gives him a pardon 
from his sufferings. 


THE L. P. GRANT PARK. 


The Park Commis«sitovers Complete and Submit thelr 
Firet Avnual teport. 

Mr. Sidney Root, president of the L. P. 
Grant park commission, has just completed 
bis first annual report, in which a complete 
review of the work is presented. 

The report begins by setting forth the 
fact that Colonel L. P. Grant has 
furnished the commissioners with 
a deed to the land ‘‘for park purposes,’ and 
that the deed bas been filed with the clerk of 
the council. The report is carefully compiled. 
It states that active work was begun on the 
14th of June. and that it was sus- 
pended on the 29th of September. 
During the three months of work the 
course of Willow brook was changed for 
three hundred feet, over thirteen hundred 
feet of drain pipe of different sizes laid, and 
about four miles of avenues opened and 
scientifically graded. The 
been. carried, by gentle curves and easy 
grades, throngh the grounds, often at ditter- 
ent elevations and not in view of each other, 
so as to increase the effect of space and dis- 
tance. A comfortable drive-wa has been 
opened tothe park, by way 0 Fair and 
Hunter, through Hill and Bree streets, which 
bas been much used during the past season. 
The convicts are now working out Anderson 
street, from the park to Washington street, 
which will make a broad avenue for the 
south part of town, and which will doubtless 
be’ finally extended to West End. _ 

The report acknowledges the receipt of a 
costly and unique present, which will be at- 
tractive not on/y for its intrinsic beauty, but 
its educational purposes. Tbe donor was 
Wm. F. Hewing, of New York, and the gift 
is asun dial of indestructible bronze. having 
two massive plates elaborately engraved by 
hand, the smaller plate showing Atlanta sun 
time, and the larger one, thirty-three inches 
in diameter, the geographical position of fifty 
of the principal cities of the world, their dis- 
tance and relative situation from Atlanta,and 
their relative position to each other. ; 

In naming the park avenues the commis- 
sioners took the names of the principal cities 
of the state, and suchavenues 4s Savannah, 
Augusta, Macon, Columbus, Albany, Rome, 
Athens, Dalton and Americus appear on the 
boards. 

The timber which it was necessary to cut 
in opeuing the avenues, was sold for wood, 
and the proceeds placed in the park fund. 
The tree tops and brush which accu mulated, 
have been given to the poor of Atlanta.

He left his hotel bill unpaid, and with the 
watch belonging to the chambermaid, went 
in the direction of Birmingham, Alabama.
